Berlin, according to plans being mads 
by several citizens of that place. _ A 
comoany to be known as The Service 
Shoe Manufacturing Co.. Inc.. has 
been organized: a building is "being 
fitted for the new industry; and a 
iarss part or the capital stock, which 
is to be $40.000. has been subscribed.

The illegal use of jail labor had 


gone to such excesses that it had to 
be rebuked severely. It had to be a 
public warning that such behavior 
must stop and will not be tolerated- 
that future officials could not go on 
doing what had been done and get 
away with it- on the excuse that it 
had been done before. The Court 
has put 
the stamp 
of disapproval 


upon this species ofVgraft in such 
terms, the largest fine of the kind. 
that there can be no misunderstand- 
ing of the illegality of such things 
and must make for a clean adminis- 
tration of the business of the county. 


The hearing started on last Satur- 


day with what seemed an attempt to 
evade a public show of the evidence 
by an admission of the guilt on the 
part of Sheriff Hartman and his dep- 
uty. The Court 
prevented this by 


holding that the Court wanted to hear 
the evidence. 


The first witness was Daniel Star- 


ner, who spent the month of Sep- 
tember in jail, who said he had work- 
ed on the Hartman property on Han- 
over street for 9 % days. He had 
been employed as a day laborer, had 
not received any compensation and 
thought his labor was worth 83 per 
day. This witness stated that when 
they quit work the prisoners went 
back to jail not accompanied by any 
guard, thus refuting tne answer of 
the Sheriff that prisoners were all the 
time under guard.

Treasurer Zinn. who lives on Han- 
over street and going to and from 
his home had seen prisoners at work 
on the properties of the Hartmans.

under the Alumni Athletic Commit- 
tee, and granted permission for the 
use of the land behind Nixon Field. 


At the meeting before the football 


banquet last week, it was planned to 
first secure the land, then to get the 
necessary money, and finally to build 
the field. Since the first objective 
has been attained, the next step will 
be to secure sufficient financial aid. 


Soon after the recess ends, definite 


arrangements 
should be ready for 


publication, concerning the proced- 
ure for the financial campaign. No 
definite sum has been set, for no ac- 
curate estimate of the cost of the 
contemplated improvements has yei 
been made. It is expected that the 
cost will be about $20,000. 


Very little grading will be neces- 


sary on the site selected for the new 
Memorial Athletic Field. The area 
is very nearly level, and what little 
soil will be removed, will be used to 
fill in the swamp adjacent to the 
present field. It is planned to place 
tennis courts along Lincoln Avenue 
where the present swamp is located. 


An adequate drainage system will 


be included in the plans so as to keep 
the field in a proper condition for 
play. The gridiron will be well sod- 
ded, and the baseball diamond will 
be entirely removed from the foot- 
ball field. 


Although the alumni of Gettysburg 


are directing the project, students 
will be given an opportunity to aid 
in various ways as will be disclosed 
in detailed plans to be announced 
later. 


Xixon Field will be used by all stu- 


dents, and to foster an extension of 
competitive athletics, the Board of 
Trustees has arranged to supply suf- 
ficient equipment in all sports for 
all interested students, even tho' 
their ability is not sufficient to win 
them a place on the vars>ly or re- 
seri e squads.

ma Department of Health's educa- 
tional program, Dr. Alfred Hand, 
Professor of Pediatrics, Graduate 
School of Medicine, University of 
Pennsylvania, Philadelphia, says of 
measles: 


"Measles is called one of the di»- 
eases of childhood, because almost 
everybody gets it during the early 
years of life: There are two main 
reasons for this: the first, because the 
disease is contagious, that is, spreads 
directly through the air from one 
•who has the disease to one who has 
not; and the second, because if 
there be any inherited immunity 
to measles, such immunity will pass 
it.ray after the first few" months of 
life. Everyone is so apt to take it 
the list of childhood's diseases in its 
degree of contagiousness. Its strik- 
ing resistance is probably not far, but 
it 
undoubtedly contaminates 
the 


whole room (bedroom, school-room, 
hospital ward) in which the patient 
happens to be, and it may 
spread 


to other rooms more or less closelv 
connected. 


"ileasles is therefore such a com- 


mon disease,, that many parents feel 
their children might just'as well get 
It while young, and so they take no 
preeautons; and, what is more seri- 
ous, they feel that it is not a danger- 
ous disease and are apt to neglect 
proper care of the children during 
the attack. The probable reason for 
this is that so few children die of or- 
dinary measles in proportion to the 
number who have the disease; but 
the vital statistics of any large city 
will show that the number of deaths 
reported, 
as due to measles, is 
greater than from any one of a num- 
ber of diseases which are much more 
dreaded by parents. 


The figures for the deaths for 


measles do not represent the whole 
danger from the disease, for many 
deaths attributed to pneumonia, mid- 
dle-ear disease, possibly meningitis 
and eeven tuberculosis, might not 
have happened if measles had not 
been a forerunner. 


An ordinary attack of measles is 


in itself no light affair; the start is 
not severe, only moderate fever and 
an ordinary cold in the head, but on 
the third day the temperature rises 
higher, the rash begins to apnear and 
a frequent cough sets in;"all those 
symptoms increase for from one to 
three days when the rash has come 
out all over the body, the cough is 
nearly constant and the fever ranges 
from 103 to 105 or higher. From 
the start of the rash until the fever 
begins to decline, the patient is often 
restless and fretful and, after the 
rash has faded, almost all the pa- 
tients look pale, showing that they 
have been through an illness of some 
severity. 


The care of measles, in general, is 


much like that of a number of other 
acute disease: the patient should be 
kept in bed out of draughts but with 
proper ventilation, the room-temper- 
ature being kept betwen 6-5 and 68 
degrees if possible: only the neces- 
sary attendants should enter, social 
visiting being forbidden: during the 
early days when the eyes are watery 
and red. the room should be darken- 
ed, but in such a way that fresh air 
can get in. The diet ought to be 
light, mostly liquid, and hot drinks 
are better than cold, until the rash 
is well developed. Beyond this tlie 
measle-patient should be under the 
direction of a physician, certainly 
during the early stages and until the 
fever has left. The patient should 
be kept in bed until the rash has 
faded, that is, from seven to ten days 
after it first appeared, and he should 
still be under medical care if the 
pallor continues, or if it is noticed 
that he tires easilv or does not eat 
well." 


State Agricultural Policy. 


The co-ordination of activities and 
policies of all organizations and pub- 
lic agencies interested in the advance- 
ment of Pennsylvania agriculture and 
a presentation of the questions most 
vital to the advancement of agricul- 
tural enterprise in this State, was 
the work that was laid before a spe- 
cial committee of the State Council 
of Agricultural Associations of Penn- 
sylvania at a recent meeting of the 
Executive Committee and Directors 
in Harrisburg. 


The committee, consisting of ilfles 
Horst, Lebanon, chairman, C. A. Ty- 
son, Flora Dale, and ilorris T. Phil- 
lips. Pomeroy, is now preparing a 
draft of an agricultural program and 
policy for Pennsylvania, and a defi- 
nite plan of action, embodying the 
question discussed by agricultural 
leaders at an earlier session of the 
State Council, a federation represen- 
tative of every phase of agriculture 
in the State. 


The final report of the committee is 


to be submitted for approval at the 
next meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee and Directors before it is made 
ready for presentation to the twenty 
or more agricultural organizations 
which hold annual meetings in Har- 
risburg during the State Farm Pro- 
ducts Show in -January. 


The suggestions made by Pennsyl- 


vania farm leaders and which are to 
be erystaHzed into a definite, work- 
able program to serve as a guide for 
all organizations and agencies inter- 
ested in agricultural progress, touch 
on every question affecting the inter- 
ests of the Pennsylvania farmer to- 
day. 


A tentative outline of the various 


points includes: the functions and 
services of each public agency, such 
as Rural and Vocational Schools, the 
Pennsylvania State College, the State 
Department of Agriculture, and the 
State Fair; the field of work for spe- 
sific agricultural organizations; the 
need for legislation and the desirabil- 
ity of organized legislative action; 
the taxation problems of the farmer; 
road construction methods and the 
farmer's share of the costs; the con- 
servation of forests, streams, fish, 
game and wild flowers, anJ how the 
interests of both the farmer and the 
sportsman may be harmonized.

Winter Apple Storage. 


All over Pennsylvania, apples are 


now in winter storage. In cellars, 
caves and barn basements are to be 
found heaps, bags, baskets, barrels, 
crates or bins full of this luscious 
fruit. 


Whether or not this fruit will 


•'keep"', will depend largely upon the 
storage conditions observed. In the 
usual sense of the term, "keeping" 
implies that the fruit will not rot but 
it also means that there will be no 
shriveling or scalding and that the 
fruit will retain its crisp juicy condi- 
tion for a long tme. 


If the fruit is to keep properly 


three factors must be observed, ac- 
cording to specialists in the Bureau 
of Plant Industry. Pennsylvania De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


The first of these factors is. tem- 


perature. The temperature should be 
brought to the freezing 
point and 


kept there, without wabbling up and 
down, for the full storage period. 
High temperature (above 40 degrees 
Fahr.) hastens maturity, causes too 
rapid a loss cf moisture and encour- 
aees rot. 


The second factor is. ventilation. 


Apples '"breathe" or use up air in 
storage just as human beings do, 
though very slowly. It is just as im- 
portant for an apple to have a change 
of air as it is for a sleeping babe in 
a closed room. Any system which 
pro\ides for changing of the air by 
means of crates, raised floors, ven- 
tilator shafts, double walls or slatted 
partitions, will make a vast differ- 
ence in the condition of the fruit 
after a few months of storage. 


The third point to be remeniberd 


is that of air-moisture. If the air is 
too dry the fruit will lose water rap- 
idly and_ shrivel- If it is too moist 
there will be a tendency to deposit 
water on the fruit and this will start 
rot- 


To sum up the essential features 


of apple storage: the fruit keeps best 
at a uniform temperature a few de- 
grees above freezing, in a place where 
it is possible to get a frequent change 
of air and where the air is fairly 
inoist- 


Chert Clinic Service. 


To wa^e a stronger war on tuber- 


culosis. Dr. Charles H. Miner. Secre- 
tary of Health, proposes opening 
Chest Clinics in counties which at 
present have none. The work is un- 
der the supervision of the Tuberculo- 
sis Division of the State Department 
of Health. There will also be added 
new chest clinics at accessible points, 
where the population and conditions 
warrant this extra service. 


Thesec iinics will offer to the med- 


ical profession and public a diagnos- 
tic service for diseases of the chest. 
Bv such means, those found to have 
latent or early tuberculosis 
of the 


lungs can be sent to the State Sana- 
toria for cure. Special attention will 
be given to the examination of chil- 
dren who are underweight, poorly 
nourished or who catch cold easily 
or have anv form of bronchial trou- 
ble. 


A survey is now under way to de- 


termine the need of those clinics in 
certain communities.
